WASHINGTON, June 24 (#—The 
Supreme Court today armed fed- 
eral and state authorities with 
powerful weapons to war on ob- 
scene literature. 

In one of a series of rulings, 
the court specifically held that ob- 
scenity is outside the First 
Amendment's protection for free 
speech and press. 

3 DECISIONS 

The decisions upheld: 

1. The federal law prohibiting 
the mailing of indecent literature. 

2. A California law which makes 
it an offense for any person to 
write, compose, publish, sell, keep 


for sale, advertise or distribute 
any book which is ‘‘obscene or in- 
decent.’’ 

3. A New York law which per- 
mits issuance of injunctions by 


judges against distribution and 
sale of publications they find to’ 
be obscene. |

The fact that this material was 
not, literally, classified in so far 
as security is concerned will not 
matter.

Atlanta Can Handle 
Her Own Problems 


Extremistts, bent on destroying the 
great common sense of Atlanta and bring- 
ing racial troubles to the fore, again are 
trying to sabotage the Community Chest 
with an attack on the Urban League, 
which receives less than 1 per cent of 
the amount distributed to the 42 health 
and welfare agencies included in the 
Chest. 

For 27 years the League has been one 
of the Chest agencies and it has proved 
itself of great value in making Atlanta a 
city which can say it is free from violence 
and trouble. It has taken no part in the 
segregation controversy, except to help 
prevent trouble. 

Conservative businessmen, represent- 
ing 100 local firms, have gone carefully 
into the matter of the League. They have 
found that it is chiefly responsible for the 
fact that Atlanta's racial friction in hous- 
ing has been reduced to the small, irre- 
ducible minimum. 

The Urban League is not, as its ene- 
mies say, an organization dedicated to de- 
ge oT’ sation but one devoted entirely to 
the problem of Negroes in urban areas. 
It has no connection, direct or indirect, 
with the NAACP—as the extremists state. 
The League has helped plan the farsighted 
Negro housing development which has re- 
sulted in the building of 8,795 new hous- 
ing units since 1946 in undeveloped areas 
where there was no infringement upon 
white residential areas. 

As a matter of fact, the League's ac- 
tivities in housing have done much to 
maintain separation of the races in line 
with Southern tradition. In these times of 
emotional crisis when fanatics whose lead- 
ers do not live in Atlanta seek to foment 
violence under the guise of maintaining 
segregation, the Urban League has en- 
abled this citv to be one of law and order 
while in other areas of the South cities 
have known sorrow and violence. It can- 
not now, overnight, have become some- 
thing bad for Atlanta merely because 
trouble seekers say it is. Every charge they 
make is disproved by the facts. 

Residents of Atlanta’s West and South- 
west sections, for example, are particu- 
larly appreciative of the efforts of the At- 
lanta Urban League, which have undoubt- 
ediv prevented “block-busting” and fric- 
tion between the two neighborhoods. 
“Block-busting” which once threatened 
West End and Center Hill was ended di- 
rectly by the Urban League's work. 

It just makes sense, when a citys 
population is roughly 30 per cent Negro, 
to have an agency at work to represent 
those citizens. The people of Atlanta want 
a peaceful city going along as it is, with- 
out hostility and friction. We can attend 
to our own affairs without the interven- 
tion of extremists or fanatics whose stock 
in trade is trouble, sorrow and violence. 


The Urban League works with urban 
problems. It is not a part of the NAACP. 
It has no connection with it. It works 
entirely in the field of urban, or city, 
problems. 

It is directed locally and does not act 
from outside direction. It has proved itself 
across the past 27 years. Moreover, the 
Negro contribution to the Community 
Chest is substantial, far greater than the 
amount which is allocated to the League. 

Let us keep Atlanta as it is—a peaceful 
city offering fair play and justice to all 
its citizens. Let's do a great job for the 
Community Chest as an answer to those 
enemies of peace and good will who seek 
to incite trouble and disorder.

Receives Justified Boost 


The State of Pennsylvania has given 
official recognition to the public’s right 


to know how its government is conducted. - 


Gov. George M. Leader signed bills 
which require open meetings to be con- 
ducted when official actions are being 
taken and which make the records of 
public agencies open to the public or 
its representatives. 

“The system of checks and balances 
within the government is not, in itself, 
enough,” Gov. Leader commented. ‘“‘Gov- 
ernment must also be weighed and re- 
strained by the people, who themselves 
created it. Private agencies best qualified 
to interpret and report the activities of 
government are those of press, radio and 
television. Accordingly, I feel that any 
law which makes a reporter’s job easier 
in his coverage of government is a good 
law.”

Officials who conduct star-chamber meet- 
ings are, in effect, flaunting their dis- 
dain of the very people who put them 
into office and who pay the tab for their 
actions and salaries.

State Budgets Rise 
Faster Than Federal 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va.—When you escape from 
Washington where the battle of the budget is still 
furious and come here to this placid Colonial scene 


where the annual conference of the nation’s governors is in progress, 
you might well expect at once to run into an invigorating atmosphere 


of economy, frugality and reduced 

If you are looking for a lone 
oasis of lower taxes and less gov- 
ernment, don’t look at these gov- 
ernors; you won't find it; it’s a 
mirage. You won't find such talk 
from any governor of any state 
from any section of the country. 
It doesn’t exist. 

I've been here only a few hours 
and I now know that the reason 
I can't find any governor — from 
Calfornia’s Republican Goodwin 
Knight to Maine's Democratic Ed- 
mund S. Muskie—who is cutting 
his budget and easing taxes, even 
just a smitch, is that there isn't 
any such animal anywhere in any 
state government in the United 
States. 

The opposite is the truth—with- 
out exception. 

State spending is mounting far 
more rapidly than federal spend- 
ing. 

The increase in the Eisenhower 
budget is small change compared 
to the percentage increase in the 
state budgets. 

The pertinent facts are these: 

State budgets this year will total 
approximately $25,500,000,000. 

Over the past 10 years state 
budgets have gone up almost 300 
per cent while over the same pe- 
riod the federal budget has in- 
creased not quite 100 per cent. 

This year every state in the 
Union is operating on a record 
budget and there doesn't appear 
to be a single state which will es- 
cape still higher spending next 


year.

There is no partisan explanation 
behind the increased spending at 
the state level. States with Demo- 
cratic administrations are spend- 
ing more; states with Republican 
administrations are spending more. 

Democratic Gov. Muskie’s State 
of Maine budget has risen from 
32 million dollars to 80 million dol- 
lars in the current decade, a per- 
centage increase slightly less than 
the national average for states. | 

The consensus of the governors 
with whom I have talked is that 
the causes of the upward spiral 
of state spending are just about 
the same for every state. They cite 
almost uniformly the increased 
cost and need for education, wel- 
fare, highways and _ institutions, 
medical and mental. 

The inflated dollar with its de 
flated purchasing power forces up 
state spending as it does federal 
spending. Our steadily growing 
population, which is itself a source 
of strength, does the same thing. 
California, the fastest-growing 
state, has seen its population 
in 10 years mount from 9,800,000 te 
14,600,000. 

Those who see reduced spend- 
ing as the first objective of gov- 
ernment ought logically to be fo- 
cusing their pressure first on state 
governments whose rate of in- 
creased spending is going up far 
faster than that of the federal gov- 
ernment and which don’t have the

Wardlaw made the announcement 
aS an answer to a resolution from 
the State’s Rights Council of Geor- 
gia, Inc., which earlier had passed 
the resolution urging the removal 
of Chest financial support from the 
League. 


“This attempt to force the At- 
Janta Urban League out of the 
Community Chest began at least 
nine months ago,’’ Wardlaw said. 

“Since that time Chest officers 
and directors, representing more 
than 50 well-informed and com- 
munity-minded citizens, have ex- 
amined charges against the At- 
lanta Urban League carefully and 
unhurriedly and have found them 
baseless,”’ Wardlaw’s statement 
continued. 


“We have reached the decision 
that the best interests of the com- 
munity were served by continuing 
the Atlanta Urban League as a 
Chest agency.”’ 

Wardlaw said that the results of 
these studies are included in 
question and answer statement be- 
ing used by recruiters of volunteer 
workers in the coming campaign. 

Here are the questions and 
answers: 

Q. Is the Urban League one of 
the 42 health and welfare agencies 
benefitting from contributions to 
the Community Chest? 

A. Yes. The Atlanta Urban 


Rights Panel 


Asks Chest 
Cut League 


The Atlanta Urban League 
should be removed from finan- 
cial support of the Atlanta Com- 
munity Chest Council, the States’ 
Rights Council of Georgia, Inc., 
said in a resolution Monday. 

The resolution, released by the 
states’ rights group’s executive 
committee, has charged that the 
Atlanta Urban League “has pro- 
moted racial tension and strife.’’ 

The resolution, which said that 
similar action was requested last 
September, points out that Atlan- 
ta remains ‘‘one of the few cities 
of the South’’ where the league 
receives Chest support. 

The executive committee in- 
tends to undertake an advertis- 
ing campaign, the resolution said, 
to inform Atlantans of the league's 
‘goals and purposes.’’ 

Other charges contained in the 
resolution include: 

1. The Atlanta Urban League 
through association with its na- 
tional organization has aided in 
causing ‘“‘civil disobedience and 
violence throughout the nation.” 

2. “The main purpose of this 
organization is other than char- 
itable.’’ 

3. The league is ‘‘dedicated to 
gocial policies inimical to our 
customs and traditions in race 
relations.” 

The resolution was released by 
W. T. Bodenhamer, executive di- 
rector of the States’ Rights Coun- 
cil. 


Wardlaw, president of the 


‘League, founded in 1920, became 
‘a charter member of the Atlanta 
‘Community Fund in 1924 and has 
been a ‘Chest’ agency ever’! 
since. 

| Q. Why “is the Atlanta Urban 
League a Community Chest 
agency? | 
| A. For 27 years, the Atlanta 
‘Urban League has worked effi- 
iciently and effectively to improve 
| living conditions in the Negro 
community, promoting health and 
‘hospital services, vocational 
guidance programs, recreational 
facilities and better housing for 
Negroes. Its far-sighted Negro 
housing program has _ resulted 
‘in the building of 8,795 new hous- 
ing units since 1946 in new and 
undeveloped residential areas. 
The housing program alone has 
helped to avoid racial tensions in 
‘the metropolitan area. The serv- 
ices provided by the Atlanta Urban 
‘League are essential to the wel- 
fare of the entire community and, | 
therefore, are properly supported 
by the Community Chest.

DEVELOPED A STROKF: 

For example, 16-year-old Jii- 
my Hamilton, who has cerebral!

the water. Jimmy has developed 
a stroke which lets him swim 
with his arms and body sub- 
merged. 

Such a stroke demonstrates 
how the student and the instruc- 
tor work together—a sort of per- 


sonalized team that most swim-~ 


ming classes can't claim. It is 
up to the instructor to evaluate 
his student's handicap and help 
him adapt a good method for 
swimming. The speed with which 
the youngsters develop depends 
mainly on how much modifica- 
tion is required. 

Victor Hanson, field repre- 
sentative for the society, super- 
vises the lessons at. the pool. 
This year he recruited most of 
the 11 volunteer instructors from 
the Decatur High School swim- 
ming team. Instructors must be 
at least 15 years old.

JEKYLL ISLAND—I rode the turtle patrol. In a fleece-lined 
jacket (borrowed at midnight from the island policeman) and a 
fine, greasy coating of insect repellent (grand for the human hide 
but will damage wooden or painted furniture). I became a party 
to that summer madness which grips the Golden Isles of Georgia. 
I went out to watch the mighty sea turtle lay her eggs. 


For three months in the summer time—June, July and August 
—ranger Bob Kilby of the Game and Fish Department rides or 
walks the nine-mile beach of Jekyll watching for the sea turtle 
and the people who would steal her eggs.

It would seem to be a lonely assignment and monotonous— 
out umder the moonless sky, patrolling the windswept 

beaches and dunes on foot 
om duty at Five P 
er as much excitement. 


Three of us climbed into Bob's jeep at 9 p.m., flashlight and 
cameras in hand, and for the first couple of hours the ride was 
hazardous because of the traffic. (Pedestrian traffic, that is. The 
ranger’s jeep is the only vehicle allowed on the beach.) Dozens 
of family groups walked the beach, hoping to catch a glimpse of 
the 300-pound turtles. Dozens of young couples courted on the 
sand or, less romantically, pushed and tugged at cars hopeless), 
stuck in the sand back of the dunes. 

Ranger Kilby’s assignment does not include getting people ou: 
of the sand but he does, particularly when they are youngsters 
(‘That little girl's mother is worried about her.” he explained 
gruffly as he helped a teen-ager with an anxious crack in his voic:

Bat along about 1 a.m. traffic thins out and the clumsy, 
barnacied old mama turties lumber in from the sea in compara 
tive privacy to weep tears of anguish and pain and bury their 
eggs in the sand. It's comparative privacy because Bob Kilby 
watches, the people who would rob the nests and sell the eggs at 
10 cents apiece watch, and then so do assorted nature lovers. 


It's easy for the patrolling ranger to trace the turtles from the 
sea to the sand. They leave a track like a small-size tractor—ani! 
it's particularly easy for Bob Kilby because his eyes are traine:! 
to see the turtle crawl in the darkness. While the rest of us were 
confused by foam on the beach, the night-flying sea birds or 
chunks of driftwood, Bob unerringly spotted the tracks and the 
turtles and swiftly stopped a safe distance away. 


“If you catch 'em when they are half-way up the beach to the 
soft sand, they will go on and lay their eggs,”’ Bob explained 
“But if they see you,before they get that far, they'll go back to 
sea.”’ 

We involuntarily interrupted the nesting journey of two mother 
turtles by training flashlights on them before they had reached the 
point of no return. Patiently, sadly the big turtles turned and re 
garded us with brooding reptilian eyes. Tears streamed down the 
cheeks of one who sighed and groaned deep in her scarred, weath 
er-beaten old shell—apparently already caught up in the pain of 
reproduction. 


She turned slowly and went back to sea, wallowing awkwarily 
as the waves hit her. If we had not been along Bob would have 
hidden back of the dunes and waited for her and for poachers. 
He has neVer kept a turtle crawl vigil, he says, but what some- 
body came and dug up the eggs—either the innocent curious or 
those who would steal. If they steal they are arrested. (Usual 
fine: $1 an egg.)

We put our boat in, rigged our fishing rods 
and headed out, with the determination to give 
my wife-mate the fishing lesson of her life. 


There is really no law which requires me to go | 


into the sordid details of the day, but it’s better 
to tell a story first, before someone else louses

We usually find bass by trolling at various 
depths, the long points extending into the lake. 


When the bass are located, we anchor and cast 
into the school. But we didn't get that far 
along. While I was arranging tackle, net, 
camera and other gear to make my end 
of the boat habitable, Kayte dropped her lure 
over the side. Before it got to the bottom, a 
four pound bass tried to bite it off the end of 
her line. That unfair, because I hadn't 
even started fishing, so rather grumpily I swung 
the boat around and waited for her to bring her 
fish to the net. 

The wind had blown us back over the spot 
where she hooked that first bass, so I dropped 
the anchor, and while I was stringing her fish, 
she made a cast to the edge of the submerged 
point. Her lure got clobbered again before it 
reached bottom. The fish schooled there were 
either hungry or slightly wacky, because every 
time she threw her plug into the water, it came 
with a pretty good bass. She had the fifth one 


on while my twelve thumbs were trying to string 
the fourth.
